Civic minded citizens are being 
given a chance to demonstrate 
their civic mindedness before the 
next City Council meeting. 

With the fire hazard growing 
more dangerous by the long dry 
spell the Council has been con¬ 
sidering a resolution providing 
penalties and setting costs for 
clearing up of weed grown vacant 
lots. Advices from the city hall 
Indicate that such a resolution, 
urged by the U. S. forestry ser¬ 
vice and the fire department, may 
be passed at the next meeting, 
April 8. 

Indications are that peremptory 
steps will be taken to clear off 
all ugly, weed-grown spaces, with 
costs assessed against the owner 
who has allowed his property to 
go into disrepair. 

A community beautification pro¬ 
gram and general unemployment 
plan could be framed on such 
lines without extra cost to the 
city, observers point out. Similar 
programs have been followed by 
nearby cities, It Is stated. 

Now that definite action Is to 
be taken by the city administra¬ 
tion, owners may find it more 
profitable to remove unsightly 
and laflamable growth before 
posting of notice by the city.

When crosswalks are estab¬ 
lished and maintained outside a 
business district, the Chief of 
Police shall by appropriate de¬ 
vices, marks or white lines, mark 
and maintain along the surface 
of the roadway an arrow not less 
than twelve (12) inches wide In 
the shaft and not lass than thirty 
(30 1 feet long, pointing in the 
direction of such crosswalk, to¬ 
gether with the word SLOW in 
block letters not less than twenty- 
four (24) inches high and not less 
than four (4) inches wide, one 
hundred (100) feet distant from 
each crosswalk so established.

hour and with due caution for the 
safety of pedestrians.

* ' the railroads in respect to high¬ 
way motor competition was called 
for by Rome C. Stephenson, Presi¬ 
dent American Bankers Associa¬ 
tion, in a recent address here. He 
also strongly endorsed “sound eco¬ 
nomic railway consolidation’’ and 
praised President Hoover for his 
Initiative In this respect. 

“1 am very strongly of the opin¬ 
ion that one of the measures which 
would help materially to put back 
business where it ought to be is 
the Eastern four-system plan of 
railroad consolidation as announctu 
recently following negotiations 
instituted by President Hoover” 
said Mr. Stephenson. "Its adoption 
by the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission would tend to stabilize 
the transportation industry, facili¬ 
tate operation and exert a favor 
able Influence on business. 

“It is a fact well known to busi¬ 
ness leaders that our railroads are 
now facing a crisis. Not only do 
they need protective laws to meet 
competitive situations arising from 
increased use of our highways and 
waterways by other carriers, but 
they need unification such as the 
proposed four-system plan.” 

Mr. Stephenson declared that the 
past, present and future progress 
of the United States is insepar¬ 
ably bound up in railway welfare. 
In neglecting just consideration for 
them we are even more neglectful 
of the public's best Interest#.

A Question of Public Interest 

"We are confronted with the 
question as to bow much more the 
public economic interest will stand/ 
an Invasion of the welfare of the 
railroads by forces and difficulties 
not of their own creating and hot 
within the scope of their own unaid¬ 
ed powers to combat," said Mr. 
Stephenson. “I refer especially to 
new competitions that are under¬ 
mining the hard-earned position of 
the railroads, not only with the aid 
of natural economic forces but also 
through the aid of government pol’- 
cies which give competitors undue 
advantages over the railroads. 

“It goes without saying tbav the 
railroads have no right, nor claim 
any, so far as 1 have beer, able to 
discern, to complain at .egitimate 
competition In the field/.f transpor¬ 
tation, for the public.is entitled to 
the best possible transportation at 
the lowest practical cost. But 
equally does It go without saying 
that this cannot be fairly brought 
about by using, or by tailing to use, 
the taxing powers of government 
to enable competitive methods of 
transportation to do things they 
could not otherwise do as unaided 
private enterprises, particularly 
when this impairs vested rights held 
by great masses of our people in 
enterprises now serving the public 
well." 

Mr. Stephenson said it was not 
his purpose to argue against such 
competitive transportation as the 
highway passenger motorbus and 
motor truck as such when con 
ducted under proper conditions ana 
in keeping with public welfare and 
benefit. He declared, however, 
there is need for serious consider¬ 
ation whether such competition ia 
being developed under conditions 
that are unfair to the railroads.

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COVER CROPS ARE 

STEALING MOISTURE 


Professional Directory 


IN YOUR 
iGARDKN, 


Wintei weed growth ami cover 
crops which are still growing in 
orchards of the county at this 
time of the year are stealing 
valuable moisture from the or¬ 
chard trees, according to M. H. 
Kimball, Assistant County Farm 
Advisor. This year's acreage 
which has not been disced or 
plowed by this time is larger than 
usual. There are a great many or¬ 
chards in which cover crops or 
weed growths have not been 
turned under. Rainfall has been 
below normal. Therefore, moisture 
reserves in the soil under cover 
crops may be at low ebb. Such 
unnecessary growth is competing 
with the trees and is rapidly dry¬ 
ing out the top foot and a half to 
three feet of soil, thus taking 
away moisture which the trees 
need. Cover crops, whether plant¬ 
ed or natural growth, should be 
turned under as soon as possible. 

Our chances for rainfall are de¬ 
creasing as the weeks roll by. 
Therefore, don’t lose what mois¬ 
ture you have through illegitimate 
root activity, Mr. Kimball advises 
and this advice applies also to 
peaches and peal's.

The recent long period of dry 
weather in the south has caused 
considerable concern among cit¬ 
rus growers with regard to their 
soil moisture. Many are now ir¬ 
rigating when possibly it is nut 
necessary; others may let their 
trees suffer, especially if they 
are in sandy soil, because of a 
lack of irrigation. 

It is advice of Farm Advisor 
M. B. Rounds to make a care¬ 
ful examination of the soil as to 
the necessity for irrigation The 
soil Jube, auger, or shovel should 
la- used. If the grower finds that 
the soil is depleted of moisture, 
a partial irrigation may be desir¬ 
able. At this time of the year and 
the following two or three months, 
the new set of fruit is susceptible 
to drop. Under some conditions 
this may be accelerated by heavy 
irrigation. 

Just a word of caution is of¬ 
fered by Advisor Rounds—do not 
irrigate simply because your 
neighbor is doing so.

That such an outstanding pro¬ 
duct had its origin in this corn 
inunity was in the nature of new- 
to me, as it probably is to most 
Sierra Madreans. Through the 
kindness of Mr. A. N. Carter, son 
of the pioneer founder of the 
Carter homestead here, we se¬ 
cured generous samples of this 
ftmous fruit, and after biting into 
one of them it is our conviction 
that Mr. Armstrong knows his 
navels. They are the last gasp 
in oranges.

I wonder how many of us here 
in Sierra Madre know that we 
grow the finest oranges in the 
,world—that we have a strain of 
navels here that have been so 
pronounced by outstanding au- 
htorities 

John A. Armstrong, of Ontario, 
acknowledged generally as the 
best authority on such matters in 
California, calls this particular 
product of ours "the aristocrat of 
oranges.” He has just written 
about them as follows: 

"Up in the little town of Sierra 
Madre against the foothills Is an 
old orchard of Washington Navel 
oranges and scattered through 
this orchard are a number of 
trees of a type somewhat dif¬ 
ferent from most of the trees, in¬ 
deed somewhat different from any 
navel oranges found in California. 
They are true Washington Navels 
and the fruit looks about the 
same as the ordinary navel, which 
is California's standard winter 
orange, but the skin is thinner, 
the flesh is juicier and more tend¬ 
er actually melting away in 
your mouth the flavor is sweet-
